Disabled man faces 
home limbo after 
his mother’s death

A DISABLED man who waited almost a 
decade to have a downstairs toilet fitted in his 
home has been forced to move into his late 
mother’s house - and claims he was then told 
he could be making himself homeless. 

Steve Chiocca, 42, says it has been nine and a 
half years since he first asked for facilities to be 
installed at his council house in Cavendish 
Road, Luton. 

Mr Chiocca has a degenerative disease which 
is causing his spine to crumble. He uses 
crutches to walk and wears a back brace and 
posture support. 

He and his family regularly stayed over at his 
mother’s house in Links Way, Luton, to care for 
her prior to her death. 

They are temporarily being allowed to stay 
there by landlords South Anglia Housing 
Association to let Mr Chiocca get his mother’s 
possessions in order, but at some point will be 
asked to leave - and could have nowhere to go 
as he has ‘abandoned’ his council home. 

Mr Chiocca said: “We have an outside garden 
toilet in Cavendish Road but the garden floods 
and it’s not safe for me to go out there because 
it’s slippery. 

“I asked the council if I could build an inside 
downstairs toilet myself in Cavendish Road 
but they said no. 

“When my mum was still alive and my back 
started to get bad in 2007 I had to go to her 
house and stay there. 

“We are really struggling because my mum 
died a month ago. 



“The council has said that we are not going to 
get this house and this is purely because there 
are no exceptional circumstances - but I feel 
there are. 

“They also say that we are making ourselves 
homeless since we are abandoning the 


Cavendish Road property so we have to keep 
going back there so we don’t lose that house as 
well.” 

A spokesman from South Anglia Housing 
Association said: “We are very sorry to hear 
about Mr Chiocca’s sad loss of his mother and 
understand that this must be a really upsetting 
time for him. 

“Unfortunately he is not our resident, so we 
cannot rehome him - he would need to speak 
to his current landlord. 

“To be eligible for succession of tenancy, peo¬ 
ple need to have lived in the property over the 
last 12 months as their main home, and not 
hold a tenancy elsewhere. 

“There are big waiting lists for social homes 
in Luton, and we have to follow housing law to 
make it fair for all the people who desperately 
need a home.” 

A Luton Borough Council spokesman said: 
“We appreciate Mr Chiocca’s wish to stay at 
Links Way, but he has no legal right to this 
housing association property which would not 
meet his long-term needs without major adap¬ 
tations. 

“We only direct-let in exceptional circum¬ 
stances, for example where there is a unique 
match between applicant and property, and 
this is not the case in this situation. 

“We very much regret Mr Chiocca has had to 
wait for the adaptation to Cavendish Road but 
this is owing to limited budgets and an 
extremely high demand on the service. 

“Mr Chiocca is now on the transfer list with 
high priority for another suitable property as 
part of our efforts to speed up a move and 
make the most economic use of already sub¬ 
stantially adapted properties as they become 
vacant.” 



Arrest is made over 
Luton man’s suicide 
bomb in Stockholm 


A MAN has been arrested in connection with 
the Swedish suicide bomb attack by a Luton 
resident last December. 

Terrorist Taimour Abdulwahab al-Abdaly 
(above), of Argyll Avenue, blew himself up in 
Stockholm last year but his was the only 
death. 

Two other people were injured in the attack, 
in which a car bomb was also detonated by 
the 28-year-old former University of Luton 
student. 

On Tuesday morning a 30-year-old man 
from Glasgow was arrested under the 
Terrorism Act [2000] after allegations that he 
was involved in aiding terrorists in Sweden. 
Police believe he visited Luton on previous 
occasions. 

The ‘intelligence-led’ investigation by 
Strathclyde Police also involves Bedfordshire 
Police and Metropolitan Police. 

The Swedish Security Service said the arrest 
was made after collaboration between 
Scotland and Sweden. 

In a statement they said there ‘could be’ a 
connection between the arrested man and the 
attack in central Stockholm on December 11. 

In a statement Bedfordshire Police said: ‘It is 
believed that the person detained may have 
visited Luton on previous occasions but is not 
a resident of the town. 

‘We are assisting the enquiry at the request 
of Strathclyde Police and are interviewing 
some individuals who live in the town as 
witnesses. 

‘No arrests have been carried out in Luton.’

Hospital ups standards 
after inspectors found 
mouldy food in fridge

INSPECTORS who discovered 
mouldy food in fridges, ordered 
a hospital to bring its storage 
systems up to standard. 

During an unannounced visit at 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital it 
was found there were ‘unsatisfac¬ 
tory procedures in relation to 
correct recording and storage of 
food’. 

Since then, the L&D has ‘put 
into place procedures which 
comply fully with food hygiene 
requirements and recommend¬ 
ations made by local inspect¬ 
ors’. 

During their visit, in November, 
the inspectors also discovered 
the cleanliness, repair and layout 
of the hospital kitchens and food 


storage were ‘excellent’. Since 
then the hospital has: 

■ Appointed an independent 
accredited environmental health 
officer to advise and help 
ensure all requirements concern¬ 
ing food hygiene are met in 
full. 

■ Fully revised and updated 
the Hazard Analysis Critical 
Control Point procedure as 
required by all food operators to 
reflect the observations of the 
inspector. 

■ Carried out an extensive audit 
of procedures relating to food 
storage which also revealed that 
patients’ relatives had been 
bringing in out-of-date food and 
leaving it in ward pantry 
kitchens. 

■ Replaced any faulty fridges. 

■ Implemented new monitor¬ 
ing procedures, such as tempera¬ 
ture control checks, to ensure all 


food is correctly monitored. 
An L&D spokeswoman said: 
“We can confirm that we have 
put into place procedures 
which comply fully with food 
hygiene requirements and rec¬ 
ommendations made by local 
inspectors. 

“The inspector made recom¬ 
mendations for improving proce¬ 
dures in relation to the labell¬ 
ing and recording of food stored 
in a freezer and storage of food 
items in some ward pantry 
kitchens.” 

In February 2010, our sister 
paper Luton & Dunstable Express 
revealed an L&D patient was 
served food that was three 
months out of date. 

A member of the catering staff 
was disciplined in iune 2009 for 
‘preparing an out of date meal’ 
and the L&D said it was an ‘isolat¬ 
ed incident’.

Gavin can’t wait to get his teeth 
into new shadow cabinet position

LUTON South MP Gavin Shuker 
has been promoted to a ministerial 
position in the shadow cabinet. 

The Labour MP, who has only 
been in office for ten months, was 
told on Thursday that he was to 
take up the senior post with the 
Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs (Defra). 

As shadow minister for the envi¬ 
ronment, Mr Shuker’s work will 
cover farming, environmental 
protection and pollution control, 
fisheries, the natural environ¬ 
ment, plants and animals. 


In October, he was given a post 
as Parliamentary Private Secretary 
(PPS) to Sadiq Khan, the Shadow 
Secretary of State for fustice and 
Shadow Lord Chancellor. 

A PPS role is generally consid¬ 
ered to be the first step onto a min¬ 
isterial career. He will no longer 
continue in this role when he takes 
up his ministerial position. 

Mr Shuker said: “I’m really sur¬ 
prised and honoured to be asked 
by Ed Miliband to become a 
Labour frontbencher in the 
Shadow Environment team. A lot 


has happened in the past ten 
months, but to be promoted twice 
in that time is a big shock. 

“Of course, my priority is Luton 
and I wouldn’t take on any role 
which detracted from my work 
here in the town. 

“But I’m looking forward to get¬ 
ting my teeth into issues like 
Forests, Waterways and protecting 
the Natural Environment - my 
postbag is full of letters from 
Luton’s residents who believe that 
some things simply shouldn’t be 
for sale.”

Neighbourhood Team Inspector Bill 
Abram (far right), who uses his yellow 
personal vehicle for his ‘Bill Abram’s 
Magic’ firm, describes himself as ‘Bill 
from the Old Bill’ and states on his web¬ 
site: ‘I am younger than my lack of hair 
might indicate. 

‘My interest in magic started at a time 
when I needed another challenge and 
has grown into a passion to entertain. 

‘I am a new face on the magic circuit 
and specialise in close-up magic’. 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman 
said: “Police officers are not allocated a 
police vehicle. Operational vehicles are 



used for operational policing. Officers 
often use their own vehicle to travel to 
meetings from their usual work location. 

“Officers are required to declare out¬ 
side business interests and police regula¬ 
tions require officers to declare addition¬ 
al jobs to their chief officer. 

“Additional jobs are monitored to 
ensure there is no conflict of interest 
with an officer’s policing responsibilities 
and the activities undertaken in their 



own time does not have an impact on 
their role as an officer.” 

When we approached Insp Abraham he 
said he did not think it was appropriate 
to comment. 

Boy, 13, is one 
of six charged 
over break-ins 

A 13-year-old was among six people 
charged in connection with two burglaries 
in Dunstable on Thursday. 

Police charged each of the six with two 
counts of burglary following an incident in 
Salters Way, Dunstable, where two garages 
were broken into and property stolen. 

Those charged include three men from 
Luton - Kenneth Hughes, 38, of St 
Thomas’s Road, Kenny Hughes, 20, of 
Wigmore Lane, and Barry Cameron, 32, of 
Oakley Road. 

The male juveniles, one of whom is 13 and 
two of whom are 15, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, were the others charged. 

They were released on police bail to 
appear at Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
March 25.

Raids on takeaways net 
illegal immigrant workers 


FOUR immigration 
offenders have been 
caught working illegally 
at two takeaways. 

Officers from the UK 
Border Agency’s 
Immigration Team for 
Bedfordshire raided two 
properties in Luton - 
Lewsey Chicken ‘n’ Pizza, 
in Tomlinson Avenue, 
and A1 Deen Take-Away, 
in Dunstable Road. 

Checks on Monday at 
the first premises 
revealed one member of 
staff a 36-year-old 
Pakistani man who was 
working in the 
preparation of the food, 
had overstayed his visa. 

At A1 Deen Take-Away, 
three members of staff 
all Pakistani men, were 
found to be working 
illegally. 


A 54-year-old and a 
48-year-old had both 
overstayed their visas, 
while another 48-year- 
old man was found to 
have entered the country 
illegally. 

The Agency is now 
working to remove all 
four men from the 
country. Both businesses 
now face potential fines 
of up to £10,000 per 
illegal worker unless they 
can prove that the correct 
pre-employment checks 
were carried out. 

Chief Immigration 
Officer Melanie Partridge 
said: “Where we find 
people who are in the UK 
illegally, we will seek to 
remove them. But we also 
want to send out a strong 
message to employers. 

“It is the legal 


responsibility of all 
businesses to check their 
employees have the right 
to work in the UK. There 
are serious financial 
penalties for those that 
ignore this requirement.”

Paedo jailed for 
preying on girls

A PAEDOPHILE who raped 
one young girl and sexually 
abused two others has been 
jailed for a total of 19 years. 

Timothy Minchin, 52, carried 
out the assaults on his victims, 
who were aged between ten 
and 18, in a period between 
1990 and 2009 at addresses in 
Watford and in a car. 

Minchin, of South Drift Way, 
Luton, was convicted by a jury 
at St Albans Crown Court of 
eight charges on Thursday 

He was found guilty of two 
charges of rape, one of 
attempted rape and three of 
indecent assault on one girl 
when she was aged between 
ten and 18. 

She was to tell the police: 
“My life was ruined by this 
man.” 

The jury also convicted him 
of indecently assaulting 
another girl when she was 17 
in 2004 and was also found 
guilty of assault by penetration 


on a 12-year-old girl in a car in 
2009. 

Nerida Harford-Bell, 

defending, said Minchin, who 
worked as a driver, had been 
sexually abused himself as a 
child. 

She said: “He now recognises 
the harm he had done to 
others.” 

She said he had always 
worked from the age of 15, 
despite suffering from educa¬ 
tional limitations. 

Judge Andrew Bright QC 
passed a 12-year sentence for 
the offences on the first girl 
with consecutive sentence of 
six months for the assault on 
the 17-year-old and a further 
six and a half years for the 
third attack. 

He told Minchin: “You 
showed no sign of contrition 
or remorse for the very great 
damage you did to at least two 
if not all three. 

“I hope you realise the dam¬ 
age you have caused - damage 
from which they are unlikely 
to recover.” 


Detective Constable Rob 
Scott said: “We are very 
pleased with the outcome of 
this case and feel that the 
sentencing suitably reflects 
the gravity of the offences 
committed. 

“The victims in this case 
showed tremendous courage 
in coming forward. 

“The Constabulary is 
committed to tackling those 
who sexually abuse children 
and we would urge anyone 
who believes they have been a 
victim of such crimes to come 
forward, no matter how long 
ago the offences occurred.” 

Minchin must serve two- 
thirds of the 12-year sentence 
and half of the other two 
sentences before he can be 
considered for parole. 

The judge ordered that he 
signs the Sex Offenders’ 
Register for the rest of his life. 

On his release he must not 
contact the victims, live any¬ 
where with anyone aged under 
16 and not work in any paid 
job involving children.

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Chopper response times 
to double if base is axed

POLICE helicopter response 
times to Luton will double if plans 
to axe the county service’s base 
get the go-ahead, we can reveal. 

It takes Bedfordshire Police’s 
Chiltern Air Support Unit fewer 
than ten minutes to reach South 
Bedfordshire from its current 
base at RAF Henlow just over ten 
miles away. 

The proposed National Police Air 
Service has suggested axing 
Henlow and making Bedford¬ 
shire’s nearest bases Lippetts Hill, 
in Loughton, Essex, and RAF 
Benson in Oxfordshire - both of 
which are around 30 miles away 

From these destinations, the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers (ACPO) said it would 
take up to 20 minutes to reach 
anywhere in the county. The rec¬ 
ommended air speed for police 
helicopters is 175 mph. 

Peter Conniff, chairman of 
watchdog Bedfordshire Police 
Authority, said: “The proposals 
are for a number of centres 
around the country. 

“It’d make more efficient use of 
the aircraft, but the response 
times would depend on where 
the regional centres are based. 

“Until we know exactly where 
that is for Bedfordshire, it’s hard to 


make any comment at all on that. 
There are a number of suggestions 
as to where they should be. It’s a 
very short shortlist. By the end of 
the year we’ll know more. 

“I must say though that having 
Henlow and Thames Valley Police 
has served us extremely well. 

“It’s an expensive service, but 
vital when you need it, particular¬ 
ly if you’re chasing cars down 
motorways, and it’s very good for 
missing persons too with the 
thermal imaging cameras. They’re 
very useful things to have.” 

The current unit has two heli¬ 
copters covering five counties - 
Oxfordshire, Berkshire, Bucking¬ 
hamshire, Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire - and three police 
forces.The other helicopter is 


based at RAF Benson. A spokes¬ 
woman for ACPO said: “Under 
current plans Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire would receive a 
response from the base at 
Lippetts Hill and from the base at 
Benson. 

“If the current position is 
accepted, this would not happen 
until after the Olympics and 
therefore the aircraft would 
remain at Henlow until 2013. 

“The new proposals would pro¬ 
vide a response time of 20 min¬ 
utes to the whole of Bedfordshire 
and result in potential savings of 
£280,000. 

“All of these proposals are sub¬ 
ject to approval from Police 
Authorities and individual Chief 
Constables.”

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Council tax has almost 
doubled over 11 years

COUNCIL tax in Luton is almost 
twice as much as it was 11 years 
ago. 

In 1999/2000, the bill for a band 
D property in the town was 
£706.81, with £645.45 going to 
Luton Borough Council and 
£61.36 to Bedfordshire Police 
Authority. 

For 2010/11, residents in the 
same band are forking out 
£1,371.10 - £1,143.89 of which 
went to the council, £144.77 to 
the police authority and £82.44 to 
the fire authority. 

Council tax for band D proper¬ 
ties in Dunstable this year was 
£1,668.77, but a spokesman for 
Central Bedfordshire Council, 
which was created in 2009, said it 
‘did not have’ the figure paid by 
residents who lived in the area of 
the now defunct South 
Bedfordshire District Council in 
1999/2000. 

Speaking about Luton’s council 



tax nearly doubling since 1999, a 
Taxpayers’ Alliance spokes¬ 
woman said: “Sadly there has not 
been a corresponding improve¬ 
ment in services. Instead, inflated 
pay packets and bloated bureau¬ 
cracy have placed increasing 
demands on council coffers. The 
council needs to cut back on 


wasteful spending, increase effi¬ 
ciency and focus on frontline 
services if it’s to maintain stan¬ 
dards in these tough financial 
conditions.” 

A Town Hall spokesman said a 
rise in the costs to provide the 
authority’s most expensive statu¬ 
tory services such as looking after 
vulnerable children and adults 
and disposing of waste con¬ 
tributed to this. 

He added: “Luton’s council tax 
is the lowest in Bedfordshire and 
comfortably below both the 
national and unitary authority 
averages.” 

Cllr Robin Harris, portfolio 
holder for finance, said: “If you 
look at Luton, the rise is within 
the average of the rest of the 
country and is significantly 
lower than neighbouring author¬ 
ities. 

“The level of service people get 
is much higher and I think people 
will see they get a great deal 
here.” 

David Franks, leader of the 
Town Hall’s Liberal Democrat 
group, refused to comment.

The difficult decision to close 
LuDun was made in the context 
of unprecedented public spending 
cuts and work by the Trustees and 
Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
Social Care, Health and Housing 
service to explore options for the 
future of LuDun. 

In considering LuDun’s future we 
have sought advice from various 
quarters and have listened carefully 
to this. 

We have had realistic, objective 
and uncompromising advice from 
financial and marketing experts 
about the sustainability of the 
current business. 

This gave us clear and consistent 
feedback that the present set-up is 
not financially viable and nor does it 
have the potential to operate as a 
business. 

We have also taken into account 
thinking from care experts about 
the opportunities that should be 
offered to adults in supported 
employment. 

Given these findings and faced 
with having to make £20 million of 
savings, Central Bedfordshire coun¬ 
cillors took the decision not to con¬ 
tinue with what would have been a 
substantial and ongoing subsidy for 
LuDun. 

Given that the factory operates at a 
loss of £300,000 a year, using money 
from Reserves to prop it up tem¬ 
porarily would not have been an 
effective use of tax payers’ money 
because it would only have delayed 
the inevitable. 

Rather than spend more time 
trying to save an unprofitable 
factory that does not meet its 
employees’ wider needs, we are 
focussing our efforts on finding 
longer term solutions for the LuDun 
employees. 

We are currently supporting them 
through the redundancy and rede¬ 
ployment process as well as looking 
at what other care support they may 
need so that they are not left vulner¬ 
able.

Allowance (DLA) reforms. 

The reform means people with 
autism will have to undergo a 
stringent face-to-face assessment 
in order to claim this vital 
benefit. 

Autism is a ‘hidden’ disability and 
unless assessors have specific train¬ 
ing in the condition, it is very likely 
the needs of people with autism will 
be misunderstood or overlooked. 

I would like to appeal to our local 
MP to bring this issue to parliament 
in line with the National Autistic 
Society’s Who Benefits? campaign, 
which puts forward the following 
four points aimed at protecting soci¬ 
ety’s most vulnerable:

China greyhounds worry 

SIR - A group of leading UK animal 
welfare organisations alongside the 
governing body for dogs in the UK 
are extremely concerned by recent 
press reports that the Irish 
Greyhound Board (IGB) is suppos¬ 
edly advising Chinese investors on 
the building and running of grey¬ 
hound tracks in the People’s 
Republic of China. 

Of particular concern is the possi¬ 
ble export of Irish greyhounds to 
China. 

The IGB has been asked to clarify 
its position but as yet, has not 
responded. 

The group believes that if this ven¬ 
ture is being pursued, it is with no 
consideration for the welfare of 
greyhounds. 

The welfare needs of these 
animals are unlikely to be met in 
China, where no regulation exists of 
any kind to protect domestic 
animals. 

This group includes Dogs Trust, 
The Blue Cross, Battersea Dogs & 
Cats Home, Wood Green Animal 
Shelters, RSPCA and the Kennel 
Club. 

The animal welfare organisations 
concerned are all part of the 
International Greyhound Forum. 

Currently 75 per cent of Irish grey¬ 
hounds race in the UK where their 
welfare can be monitored (to some 
extent), but this would be impossi¬ 
ble in China. 

The group strongly urge the IGB to 
reconsider their reported plans and 
ask them to think about how dam¬ 
aging this move could be for the 
welfare of Irish greyhounds.

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Fireman’s push was 
act of self defence

A FIREFIGHTER has been 
cleared of assault in connection 
with a fight at a nightclub. 

Dominic Sozzo, 30, who has 
worked for Bedfordshire and 
Luton Fire and Rescue Service 
for eight years, was found not 
guilty of assault occasioning 
actual bodily harm (ABH) by a 
jury on Wednesday. The jury 
gave a majority verdict. 

Mr Sozzo was working at the 
Luton fire station at the time of 
the incident at Time Out, in 
Bedford, in October 2009. 

It was heard at Cambridge 
Crown Court how he pushed 
Dino Lionetti, from which Mr 
Lionetti suffered a cut to the 


head requiring four stitches. The 
court viewed CCTV footage 
which showed he was confront¬ 
ed by Mr Lionetti, accompanied 
by a friend, and a verbal 
exchange took place. 

Mr Sozzo, of Bedford, was then 
seen to push Mr Lionetti to the 
floor. He claimed he acted in self 
defence. 

Giving evidence, Mr Sozzo said: 
“It looked like Zoe and Dino 
were having a barney and Dino 
walked away. I was standing a 
few yards away by a pillar and I 
went over to see if she was OK 
and gave her a peck on the 
cheek. 

“Some stuff was missing from 
her handbag, make-up and 
money, she told me, and I start¬ 
ed looking on the floor to help 
find the items. 

“I could see Dino from my left 


smoking a cigarette, I was look¬ 
ing down at the floor and he was 
walking straight at me with a cig¬ 
arette in his mouth. 

“I could see he wasn’t happy, 
his eyes looked like they were 
possessed and he was making a 
beeline straight towards me. 

“He came over and he was eff¬ 
ing and blinding asking what the 
f*** it’s got to do with me. 

“I was looking down and his 
mate came over. I was stood 
there by myself and I was boxed 
in and had nowhere to go. 

“I was scared, I was fearful that 
he was going to hit me or strike 
me. 

“I did not want to hurt the guy, 
if I did I would have punched 
him. I didn’t want to be in the sit¬ 
uation I was in.” 

The fire service declined to 
comment.

TWO men held up a shop and 
threatened a member of staff - 
but panicked and escaped with 
just a mobile phone. 

The robbers entered the Nafisas 
clothing store in Dunstable Road, 
Luton, at around 7.30pm on 
Monday when they made their 
threat.

Maybe it’s time to 
scrap Bank Holidays 


T HERE are some things I 
should like but just don’t. 
Helpful waiters who pour my 
wine, Question Time, quiz nights, 
real ale. And, of course, Bank 
Holidays. 

They are a complete 
anachronism, invented when 
working people did not have 
holidays at all. 

They are no longer needed, as 
companies could just give another 
week’s holiday, which could be 
managed much better than Bank 
Holidays. And at least half the 
working population, in hospitals, 
shops, emergency services, pubs, 
hotels, journalists, taxi drivers, and 
so on have to go to work. 

Many of them will be cleaning up 
the mess of the revellers, or the 
revellers themselves. 

So I do not understand why this 
Government, which allegedly 
wants to burn all these 
unproductive and ancient 
practices, is giving us more Bank 
Holidays. It is also talking about 
moving them around. 

Next month we have Friday 22 
off for Good Friday, then Monday 
25 for Easter Monday, to be 
followed by Friday 29 for a Royal 
Wedding and the next Monday for 
May Day. The last but one is 
apparently a one-off but there are 
plenty more Royals of a 
marriageable age, so it may 
become a feature of post-banking- 
recession life. 

In fact another extra one has 
been announced for next year, to 
celebrate the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee, which will be added to the 
later Spring Bank Holiday. 


Our manufacturing industry 
could be boosted by a demand for 
bunting and trestle tables. 

At the same time the Con-Dem 
Government is looking to move 
May Day, as there are too many 
Bank Holidays in that month, to St 
George’s Day, which in case they 
did not know, falls in April. We 
would be getting close to a Bank 
Holiday week. 

Perhaps the idea of workers’ 
solidarity is a bit scary, especially 
as this time the police and civil 
servants will likely to be joining the 
marches rather than trying to 
prevent them. 

So if the Government had its 
way we would be having a three 
day week at the end of April. More 
Ted Heath than Margaret Thatcher. 

Also I am not keen on St 
George’s Day as a national 
holiday. Many who propose it often 
cite St Patrick’s Day as a good 
example, no doubt forgetting that it 
first took its modern form in New 
York, as a fund-raising day for the 
IRA. I accept that St George’s Day is 
unlikely to turn into Al Qaeda Day 
and may well instead become a 
horrible jingoistic day and one 
which gives emergency wards in 
hospitals a torrid time. 

At best we should leave well 
alone but I feel the Bank Holiday 
needs not just reforming but 


simply dumping. Or we could have 
just the one, called Banks pay a fair 
tax Day. 

I HAVE some sympathy with the 
Government on how its best 
intentions can quickly be derailed. 
Let’s get rid of the nanny state 
and all those totally unnecessary 
Quangos is one of their populist 
mantras. And who could disagree? 

This week I hear on the radio that 
the Government is to make 
shopkeepers sell cigarettes from 
under the counter in plain packets. 

People will have to shuffle up to 
the counter and whisper ‘Ssh, got 
any fags?’ Having seen people die 
from lung cancer, I am in complete 
agreement with them on this one. 

But it hardly sits well with freeing 
the common man from the nanny 
state. On the same day it was 
announced that the number of 
children in educational special 
needs will be reduced. 

Again I sympathise, as there is 
plenty of evidence that schools 
place children in special needs for 
the flimsiest of reasons. 

But I could not help smiling when 
the Minister said they were going 
to ask voluntary agencies to help 
establish a board to oversee this. 

Does that not sound suspiciously 
like a Quasi Autonomous Non 
Governmental Organisation?

WITH March marking International Women’s Month, 
Luton Rape Crisis (LRC] is campaigning to tackle the 
myths surrounding sexual violence. Wednesday will 
see the centre launching its first evening helpline 
to give women victims the chance to talk to someone 
in confidence. Reporter CHRISTINA JOHNSON spoke 
to LRC manager Sarah Winterflood... 


‘A WOMAN has the right to wear 
whatever she chooses - this does 
not give any man nor woman the 
right to abuse their human right 
to say no.’ 

This is the message being put 
out by Luton Rape Crisis Centre. 

Sarah Winterflood, who has 
worked at the support group for 
a year, said: “There are a lot of 
myths surrounding sexual 
violence. These include ‘she was 
wearing the shortest skirt - she 
was asking for it’. 

“This is unacceptable and we 
will continue to challenge these 
myths. 

“The fact remains the vast 
majority of sex crimes are 
committed by men against 
women, and the vast majority of 
those who make the laws are 
men. 

“Men tend to control the power 
within society and can have no 
or little experience of sexual 
violence. 

“Public attitudes tend to focus 
far too much on the behaviour of 
women. 

“We think it’s so important that 
it’s International Women’s Month 
and this gives women a platform 
to voice their concerns around 
gender and equality. 

“We live in a male-dominated 
society and women need to get 
their voices heard.” 

The crisis centre, which is 
currently based in Old Bedford 
Road, Luton offers a telephone 
helpline, face-to-face emotional 
support and practical 
information. 



Miss Winterflood said: “We 
provide a safe and confidential 
place for survivors of any form of 
sexual violence. 

“LRC recognises how difficult it 
can be to talk about sexual 
violence and the helpline is a 
safe space to empower women to 


find the words. We understand 
and respect the effects it can 
have and respect the many ways 
that survivors of sexual violence 
find to cope with their 
experiences.” 

The legal definition of rape is 
penetration without reasonable 
belief of consent or where 
someone is reckless in gaining 
that consent. 

Consent is being free to say 
‘yes’ or ‘no’ and having the 
capacity to make that consent. 

In 2004 a Home Office study 
found that among women 
subjected to an act that met the 
legal definition of rape, only 43 
per cent thought of it as rape. 

The Home Office has also 
found that the perpetrator was a 
current husband or partner in 
nearly half of all cases, a friend 
or acquaintance, date or former 
partner in more than a quarter of 
cases, and a stranger in fewer 
than 15 per cent. 

When speaking about why rape 
may not be reported Miss 
Winterflood said: “Victims are 
traumatised and may be 
unwilling to undergo intrusive

examinations and personal 
questions about their sexual 
habits. Often it seems victims are 
held partially responsible for the 
assault and many don’t think 
they will be treated sensitively by 
the authorities. 

“What is clear is that only a 
change of attitude from the 
public and authorities and better 
support, more understanding 
and greater empowerment and 
protection, will see these crimes 
reported.” 

LRC, which provide support 
across the whole of Bedfordshire, 
has been running for a year and a 
half and all the volunteers are 
trained in counselling and 
specialise in dealing with sexual 
violence. She said: “We have a 
team of five, including myself, 
and the four others are 
volunteers. 

“They are very committed and 
have a lot of compassion for the 
work that they do. This is a 
service which is so important but 
there is so little recognition.” 

The LRC is holding a 
conference to tackle the myths 
surrounding sexual violence on 
Thursday, March 31 in 
conjunction with International 
Women’s Month. For information

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Passengers are left fuming 
following bus service axe

BUS passengers are angry at a 
decision to cut a service to their 
estate which will mean they 
have to pay extra to use another 
company. 

The 231 Centrebus will stop its 
route through Bushmead, Luton, 
at the end of the month and resi¬ 
dents feel it is a mistake. 

Liz Farrell, of Farmbrook, uses 
this service, currently subsidised 
by Central Bedfordshire Council, 
to get to work in the town centre. 

She said: “I can’t believe the 
council is cutting this service 
through Bushmead. It serves the 
estate well and now I will have to 
walk to Hancock Drive to get a 
bus which I know isn’t very reli¬ 
able. 

“The Government and council 
are always saying people need to 
use public transport to get to 
work but this is going to make it 
very difficult to do. 

“I can’t afford to get a taxi every 
day. I am fed up with the cuts 
being made which affect the pub¬ 
lic. Maybe the council should cut 
some of its outrageous salaries. 

“Why don’t they let the service 
run at peak times? Surely that is 


not that much more expensive or 
they could even put the price up a 
little bit to £10 a week.” 

Nuala Prior, of Blakeney Drive, 
also uses the service to get to work. 
She said: “I will now have to pay 
nearly double the price a week to 
get the other bus and last time I 
tried to take it it didn’t even turn up 
and I had to take a taxi to work.” 

Cllr David McVicar, said: “Some 
of these services will continue at 
a lower frequency while others 
will be replaced by community 
transport. 


“Unfortunately, some of the bus 
services we currently support will 
cease to operate completely due 
to the very small number of peo¬ 
ple using them. 

“The 231 service to Bushmead 
will finish on March 25 and will 
not be replaced and existing 
users will need to catch the 24 
service instead.”

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Trader receives fine 
for using public bins

A TRADER has been fined £666 
for illegally putting trade waste 
in a public litter bin. 

Qurban Hussain, of SJS 
Newsagents and Q H News and 
Groceries, in Marsh Road, Luton, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of fail¬ 
ing to provide waste transfer 
notes at Luton Magistrates’ 
Court. 

The court heard how a Luton 
Borough Council enforcement 
officer found a black bag contain¬ 
ing packing lists, sales point 
sheets, recall sheets, envelopes 
and labels relating to Hussain in a 
public litter bin outside his shop. 

Despite notifying an employee 
that trade waste should not be 
put in public litter bins, a second 
bag of waste from the shop was 
found in the same bin four days 
later. 

Under section 34 of the 
Environment Protection Act, all 
businesses have a duty of care to 
dispose of their waste through 
authorised trade waste collection 
services and must be able to 



prove this. After establishing that 
Hussain was liable for the busi¬ 
ness, the Council issued him with 
a section 34 notice along with an 
invitation to a formal police and 


criminal evidence interview on 
November, at which he was 
requested to bring his transfer 
notes with him. 

Hussain failed to attend his 
interview and did not contact the 
Council to make them aware that 
he would not be attending. This 
led to a section 34 fixed penalty 
notice being issued. 

Upon his guilty plea, the court 
fined Hussain £300 plus a £15 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. He was also 
ordered to pay £351 towards the 
Council’s costs. 

Cllr Dave Taylor, portfolio hold¬ 
er for waste management, said: 
“There are strict regulations in 
place to ensure businesses follow 
the correct channels when it 
comes to waste disposal to pro¬ 
tect the environment and public 
health. 

“In this type of case, it is vital to 
ensure waste is removed respon¬ 
sibly so that public bins are not 
over-brimming with trade 
waste.”

World champ Willie pens deal 
with Earl to help in fight to top 


GRAHAM Earl has made the 
biggest signing of his promotions 
career to date by joining forces 
with WBU world lightweight 
champion Willie Limmond. 

Things are certainly on the up 
for the man that used to hold the 
title but who has now turned his 
formidable hands to rising up 
through the ranks of the business 
side of the sport, after opening 
his new gym on Hitchin Road and 
announcing his first ever show 
outside of England. 

Fists of Fury on April 2 will be 
the second fight night this year 
for Graham Earl Promotions and 
after making his bow as a 
promoter at York Hall in London - 
the home of English boxing - he’s 
ready to do the same at the home 
of the Northern Irish game, the 
King’s Hall, Belfast. 

Glaswegian Limmond will top 
the bill in his return to the ring 
after losing a fight for the vacant 
WBC Silver light welterweight 
title by knock-out to legendary 
Mexican Erik‘El Terrible’ Morales 
in September - his only fight last 
year. 

Earl said: “I’m friends with Willie 
from my fighting days. We’ve 
worked together, we’ve trained 
together and we had a little chat 
and he was interested in what 
we’re doing. 

“He knows that he is going to 
get looked after and get brought 
on the right way which is the 
main thing. 

“At the moment he’s in Mexico 


sparring with Morales and you can’t 
beat that but I will definitely have 
him in Luton as much as I can. 

“He won’t be here for the build 
up to next month’s show but he’ll 
be fighting again on our next 
show after that on May 7 back at 
York Hall so hopefully we’ll get 
him in the new gym then.” 

On the Fists of Fury show, Earl 
said: “I’m really excited and I want 
to make a big bang and a lot of 
noise there. I think it’s going to be 
a good show. 

“Willie will get top billing 
because he’s borderline for a 
world title shot. 

“To get that would be nice, 
especially for Graham Earl 
Promotions. 

“We are still working on Willie’s 
opponent. It’s got to be the right 
fight because we want him to go 
again next month. 

“Saying that, it will be a good 
match-up. I’m not a believer of 
having the odds 70/30 in favour 
of the home fighter. 

“His problem is a lack of fights. 
He’s had one fight a year or two if 
he’s lucky and he often gets a call, 
when he hasn’t fought, to go in 
against an up and coming 
prospect for Frank Warren. 

“Fighters need to keep busy and 
two a year is not enough, so we 
are looking to improve on that.” 

On the undercard will be a host 
of Belfast fighters signed up by 
Earl and many will be making 
their professional debuts on 
home soil. 


They have all been in Luton this 
week for a training camp with the 
former world champion who 
admits that he’s being kept busier 
than ever now he’s made the 
switch from inside to outside the 
ropes. 

“The new gym is really taking off 
and we haven’t even advertised 
yet,” he said. “I’m only getting 
about four or five hours sleep at 
night. 

“But it’s really exciting because 
things are going well. Nothing in 
life is free, you’ve got to work 
hard for it. 

“It’s just nice to be giving our 
lads an outlook on what it was like 
when I was in training camps and 
getting ready for title fights. 

“The new gym is like a palace 
compared to the old place and we 
can do things now that we 
couldn’t before, especially now 
with the new lads we’ve signed 
from Belfast. In terms of training 
camps, it’s the real thing. 

“I’ve got them over here and 
they have got to make the 
change from amateur to 
professional and we’re working on 
that. 

“We are signing good fighters all 
the time and we’re at the stage 
where we’re only going to sign 
proven fighters and the ones we 
have signed have all got good CVs 
as amateurs. 

“There’s a great stable over 
there in Belfast so the obvious 
thing to do was to put a show on 
in their home town.”

CHRIS James cannot wait for the 
chance to make his bow on the 
Dunlop MSA British Touring Car 
Championship after he and the 
Team ES Racing squad start 
piecing together the final pieces 
of the jigsaw ahead of the 
season’s opening round on April 3.

ADAM Newton is in line to make a shock 
return to action in today’s FA Trophy 
semi-final first leg at Mansfield six 
months after damaging his Achilles ten¬ 
don. 

The versatile player has only made seven 
appearances for Luton Town this season, 
his last coincidentally being against the 
Stags in Town’s 2-0 Conference win over 
them at Kenilworth Road. 

Manager Richard Money admitted on 
Friday that there had been points where it 
was thought that the former Brentford 
midfielder wouldn’t make it back this 
term. 

But after describing the 30-year-old’s 
return to training this week as like, ‘having 
a newborn baby’ at the club, Newton 
admitted that he’s enjoying his return to 
the fray after suffering some bleak times 
while out of commission. 

He said: “Touch wood, things have gone 
well for the last week, so long may that 
continue. 

“I had some dark moments, I’m not 
going to deny that, where I thought I was 
coming back but kept having some more 
set backs. 

“On the few good days I had to just rein 
myself in and not get too carried away. I 
carried on with the programme I’d been 
given and had to see a specialist a couple 
of times to make sure and get the all clear. 
Then, once I felt right within myself I 
pushed on. 

“It’s not the same as being out on the 
training pitch. It’s still the same when we 
finish as we eat and socialise together, but 
it’s nice to get that feeling back where 
you’re flying into tackles and doing little 
tricks to take the mick out of your oppo¬ 
nent. 

“It’s been a long time but I’ve worked 


well with the physio and the staff and I’ve 
been really grateful for their help and just 
pleased to be out there. 

“It’s one of those things when you’ve 
been out for so long because you want to 
be part of it while the team is doing well. 

“I’ve missed the banter but have tried to 
keep the lads on their toes, to help gee 
them up when I could.” 

Newton will be in the match day squad 
to the trip to Field Mill for today’s midday 
kick-off and feels he could do a job if 
called upon. 

“Just being around the team is the best 
feeling, but whether or not the manager 
takes that decision [to play me] is up to 
him,” he said. “I’d like to feel that I 
wouldn’t let the team down. 

“The gaffer has been very kind to me, 
bringing me back in straight away for an 
important game. 

“It’s nice to be part of it and anyway that 
I can help the lads out I’ll be there.” 

Newton was at Kenilworth Road but did¬ 
n’t feature the last time Luton got to 
Wembley in 2009, winning the Johnstone’s 
Paint Trophy, and with a two-legged affair 
between them and another final he 
admitted that the excitement in the camp 
has started to grow. 

He said: “We all know how important the 
game is with a chance to play at Wembley 
and the chance to play in front of so many 
Luton Town fans again. 

“At the back of our minds, promotion is 
the key, but this could be another sweet¬ 
ener to finish of the season. 

“Psychologically we know we are the 
away team and so have the security 
whereby we think we will be stronger at 
home for the second leg. 

“With the talent we have in our squad 
we are more than capable of getting the 
right result and the right performance in 
the first leg and I’m pretty sure that’s what 
we are going to do.”

a great opportunity for the fans as well. 
They’ve stuck by us through thick and thin. 
They come all over the country to some 
bad places and given us some good 
support, so it will be good to reward them 
with a trip to Wembley this year.” 

But the 29-year-old, who is a steady 
influence on the pitch, has also urged his 
team-mates not to get too carried away 
and to keep focused on the job in hand.

RICHARD Money has hit out at rivals and 
the Football Association for switching 
their FA Trophy semi-final first leg at 
Mansfield Town to midday today. 

The change from 3pm yesterday has left 
the Luton Town manager in a dilemma of 
whether to field a full strength side and go 
all guns blazing to secure a Wembley final 
or take a risk and rest players with their 
Conference clash at Cambridge United on 
Tuesday night in mind.
